POLICE REPORTS 
ARE AT VARIANCE 


First Account Is That Burglar 
Suspect Tried to Run 
Away and Another Is That 
He Made a Move as if to 
Draw a Revolver. 


Jose.h Ryssell, 19 years old, was shot 
in the back by Patrolman: Hunning of 
the Angelica District at 5 a. m. Mon- 
day, and doctors at the city hospital 
fear the wound will prove fatal. The 
shooting occurred in an alley between 
Eleventh and Fourteenth streets and 
Angelica street and Newhouse avenue, 
less than two blocks from Russell's 
home at 2107 Penrose street. 


Hunning and Sergt. Eurke were stand- 
ing at the mouth of the alley when they 
Saw three men emerge from a gate. 
After the shooting Sergt. Burke and 
Hunning made written reports which 
were telephoned verbatim to Police 
Headquarters. Both of these reports 
said that Russell was running when he 
was shot. They differed in details. 

Statements at Variance. 

After making their written reports, 
Iiunning and Sergt. Burke were seen 
by a Post- Dispatch reporter and they 
asreed on ‘a verbal statement which was. 
unlike ‘their written reports, in that 
both said Russell was not running when 
he was shot and that Hunning fired 
cn Russell, not because he was fleeing, 
but because he believed Russell was 


“about to shoot him... They said they be- 


lieved the three men were burglars. 

After the shooting Hunning and Serg:. 
Burke made a thorough canvass of the 
‘neighbothood, but* could find no evi- 
dence of an attcmpt at burglary. 

In his official report Hunning gave no 
reason for shooting R--3sell except that 
he ran away when told to halt. 
adds that Russell has been arrested s

Men Watched by Police. 
 Sergt. Burke made a report on the 
shooting... He says that while on his 
‘way to wm Angelica Street Station 
with two »>risoners at 4:30 a. m. he saw 
three men jon a vacant lot at Blair ave- 
nue and Penrose street, bending over a 
clump of weeds as though hiding some- 
thing. Burke watched them, and saw 
them go into the front yard of a house at 
1406 Angelica street, He took his prigon- 
ers to the station and went back with 
Patrolmen Hencke and Hurming. 

_ Burke reports that while the thr 
policemen were standing at the alley 
‘entrance three men came from the rear 
yard of 1406 Angelica street and walked 
toward them. : 

Russell, whom he says he recognized, 
‘wag walking in front with both hands in 
bis hip pockets. As the men came 
closer, Burke says, Russell took his 
right hand out of his hip pocket. In 
the language of Burke’s report, the 
hand “seemed to be holding a shining 
object.”

Burke says that he and the other po- 
licemen drew their revolvers, and that 
Russell threw the “shining ebject”’

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| FOUR-FLUSH IN 
COUNTY UPSETS 
HAND OF JUSTICE 


Whether It Shall” Be Spelled 
Fore-Flush or Four-Flush 
Is Mooted Question. 


The transcript of evidence in a case 
gtecently tried by Judge McElhinney at 
1 Clayton is being delayed because Court 
Stenographer James Jones and his wife 
cannot agree on the spelling of the 
word ‘‘four-flusher,” which was used by 
a witness. 

Mrs. Jones insists that the word should 
go into the record as ‘‘fore-flusher.”’ 
Jones was in Clayton Monday asking 
everyone he met for the correct spelling 
of the word. He found opinion evenly 
divided. 

George and Charles Autenrieth say the 
spelling is ‘‘four-flusher,’’ but Justice 
Werremeyer. gallantly upholds Mrs. 
Jones’ spelling. ‘It is a poker term,” 
said Werremeyer. “It means that a 
man who thinks he has a flush lays 
down his cards before he is sure. Hence 
it is a ‘“fore-flush.”’ 

‘“‘Not a bit like it,’’ said George Auten- 
rieth. “A flush is five cards of the 
same suit. If a man has a hand con- 
taining. only four cards of one suit, but 
tries to make the other players think 
he has five, he is a ‘four-flusher.’ ”’ 

Dictionaries define a ‘“‘bob-tail’’ flush 
as a hand with four cards of the same 
suit, but they say nothing about the 
“four-flush.’*

|BIG NOSE EXPECTED 


TO IDENTIFY BODY 


Man With Cyrano de Bergerac 
Feature Dies in 
Weeds. 


An unusually long nose with a de- 
cidedly upturned point is relied upon 
by the police to serve as a.clew to the 
identity of a man wno died in a clump 
of weeds just east of the Grand ave- 
nue viaduct Monday morning. The 
body is at the morgue. 

Patrolman Walker of the Laclede Ave- 
nue District was attracted to the spot 
at about 3:15 a. m. by groans. He found 
the unidentified man suffering from a 
hemorrhage of e lungs and dying. 
Patrick Burke, who claims he has no 
heme, was with the dying man. An 
ambulance was summoned, but death 
preceded it. 

Burke, who is held for the Coroner, 
told the police he met the man late 
Sunday night, and that the latter sug- 
gested they sleep on a pile of telegraph 
poles in the weeds. The dead man was 
about #4 years old, 6 feet tall and 
weighed in the neighborhood 
pounds. He had a gray mustache and 
black, curly hair. His most conspic- 
uous feature is his nose, which the po- 
lice say is of the Cyrano de Bergerac 
type.

Officials: of Squantum Meet De- 
clare Ovington Alone Is 
Eligible to Win. 





ATWOOD OUT OF IT EARLY 


Lieut. Milling Still Flying to 
Worcester Where Ovington 
Makes Landing.

BOSTON, Sept. 4.—Although four men 
started this morning from Squantum 
field in the Harvard-Boston cross-coun- 
try flight of 160 miles for prizes aggre- 
gating $17,500, it was announced offi- 
Clally at 1:30 o’clock this afternoon that 
Gvington, in his Blertot monoplane Dra- 
gon Fly was the only contestant left 
in the race. This was in spite of the 


jfuct that Lieut. Milling still was flying. 


aOvington, who was the first to get 
away at 11:12, flew to Nashua, the first 
Stopping point, and a distance of 40 
miles from Squantum, where he re- 
mained until 1:15 ana then took to the 
air again. He passed over Glinton, 27 
miles from Nashua, at 2 p. m., flying 
at a rapid rate, and at an altitude cf 
2500 feet. He landea at Worcester at’ 
2:02, his actual flying time for the 40 
miles from Boston to Worcester being 
lh, 36m. and 7s 

Stone, who, in a 50-horsepower Queen 
monoplane, was the second to start, 
fiew to Maysford, a few miles north of 
Boston, and landed in a field. It was 
anrounced later that he had withdrawn. 
The same fate befell Harry N. Atwood, 
who made the St. Louis-New York flight 
with a message from the St. Louis Post- 
Dispatch. He started with.his fathet as 
a passenger, but was forced to descend 
and it was said he had -quit. 
> Lieut. Milling was the fourth to get 
away. He was in a Burgess-Wright bi- 
plane and started at 11:43, but soon lost 
his way. Before he regained his bear- 
ings and reached Nashua, 2 hours, 21 
minutes and 41 seconds had elapsed. 


Milling’s landing at Nasnua was 
shortly after 2 o'clock, and after right- 
ing his machine he went up again and 
started on the 40-mile dash to Worces- 
ter, 

Worcester was the next stop, another 
40-mile journey, with the landing in the 
midst of the throngs at the Worcester 
County Falr. 

Worcester was to be left at 8 o’clock 
and the fliers planned to travel down 
the Blackstone Valley to Providence, 
R. I., landing at Narragansett Park. 
The Providence trip is another: 4-mile 
leg and a similar distance separates this 
stage from the finish line at Squantum, 
for which stretch the start was to be 
made at 5 p. m. 

In the monoplane class, the two prizes 
available will be $7500 and $1500 and in 
the biplane class, $5000 and $1500. Each 
class offered a third prize of $1000.

From Cocaine He Says Com- 
panion Gave Him.

A triangle scene as striking as that 
of any problem play was enacted in Po- 
Schwartz’s office 
when Thomas Claggett, 2 
years old, recent heir to $40,000, and 
Mamie Brown, his silk-clad and be- 
rouged companion in days of revelry, 


faced Claggett’s plainly dressed wife. 

Mamie Brown, on whom Claggett ad- 
mitted that he had spent $650 and in- 
tended to spend several hundred, was 
smartly gowned in white, with silk 
stockings and gaudily trimmed hat. Her 
cheeks were highly colored, and her eye- 
brows and lashes were stained a deep 
black. 

Mrs. Claggett, small and demure, 
fwore an inexpensive black hat and a 
lawn dress. Her attire, though show- 
ing care, was almost shabby gentéel. 

Claggett and Mamie Brown were ar- 
rested at 1 a. m. Monday in the Mar- 
quette Hotel, where they registered Sun- 
day night as man and wife. Bellboys 
heard a noise in their room, ind sound 
them contending fvr the possession of 
a revolver. The woman was sent to 
the Central District Holdover, while 
Claggett, who was under the influence 
of cocaine, was sent to the city hospital.

late in an automobile, with gifts of to- 
bacco and fruit for patients whom he 
Lad come to know during his stay there. 
He was released from the ofserva'ion 
ward after a few hours, ad was sent 
to the station, where his wite found him. 

“I suppose I'll hav to tae him home 
and try again, Captain,” said Mrs. Clag- 
gett wearily to Capt. Schwartz. ‘It’s 
the same way every time, though. Now 
if he would only give his wife a little 
of the money he spends on other wom- 
en '-—— 

“Oh, tut, tut,” the husband inter- 
rupted. “Don’t be telling all your 
troubles here.” 

Claggett was until lately local 
manager of the Western Freight For- 
warding Co., with offices in room 
1801 Wright Building. His father, 
Jesse Claggett, died in Frederick, 
M4., six weeks ago, and left him 
$40,000. He had previously been ad- 
dicted to cocaine, but during his 
journey east succeeded in breaking 
away temporarily from the hapit. 

On his return, he said, he ‘met Mamie 
Brown, and he declared that she gave 
him cocaine, causing him to make the 
disturbance in the hotel. He said he 
was intending to leave with Mamie 
Brown Monday for Kansas City. He 
had bought one ticket to Kansas City, 
and this, with $2200 in chetks and cash, 
and a corduroy riding suit, were sent 
to the station from the hotel. 

As Claggett and Mamie Brown would 
not prosecute each other, the charges 
‘against them were dropped by Capt. 
Schwartz. Claggett gave no assurance 
as to his future conduct. He told the 
policeman whod. arrested him that his 
wife was separated from him, and lived 
at 2908 Gamble street.

Virginian Accused of the Murder of His Wife, on Witness 
Stand, Says He Guessed at Description When He 
Said Stranger Was Six Feet Tall and Bearded—Tells 
More of His Relations With Beulah Binford, but 
Declares His Feeling for Her Was. Passing Fancy of 
Which He Had Told His Wife Everything. oe 








Young Defendant, Who Gives His Age as 26, Declares | 
That He Never Had Any Confidential Relationg 
With Paul Beattie, His Second Cousin, and That 
Whenever the Latter Visited His Father’s Store He 
Was Watched Until He Departed.

CHESTERFIELD COURTHOUSE, Va., Sept. 4—Denying 
categorically the damaging statements of his cousin, Paul, and re- 
peating in nearly the same phraseology his story of the murder of 
his wife told to the Coroner’s jury, Henry Clay Beattie Jr. told his 
stoty today to the jury which is trying him for wife murder. 

The only admission the rich youth made that in any way dif- 
fered from his previous stories was that he had “t pnessed”’ the 
man who fired fromthe darkened road was tall and bearded. He 
said today that he never saw his face, and only judged from his 


voice that he was.a white man. 

For two and one-half hours he was on the stand and when the - 
luncheon recess came, the case for the defénse was concluded, with 
the exception of a demonstration it desired to make. Permission 
had been asked to take the jury to the courthouse lawn and to al- 
iow the prisoner to show the exact manner in which the murder oc- 


murder occurred, according to his contention. This was dispensed 
with after luncheon and at 2:55 the defense rested its case. The 


cross-examination then began. 

Lightly ‘clenching a handkerchief, with 
which he nervously rubbed his face, 
the prisoner rested his head on one 
hand and, half reclining in the arm 
chair, faced the jury. His answers 


were quick and decisive and he showed 
an apt memory in relating the details 
of the manner in which the alleged 
highwayman approached his machine | 
and, wtending to shoot at the accused‘ 
man, murdered his wife, who sat be- 
side him. 

It was the same sieey he told to 
the coroner’s jury, although he ad- 
mitted’ today more of his relations with 
Beulah Binford, following the course 
of the defense throughout the trial in 
pointing her out as a disreputable girl 
for whom the prisoner had only a pass- 
ing fancy and for whom he never would 
have murdered his wife. 

Indications were that Beattie would 
be on the stand well into the evening, 
as the cross-examination is expected 
to be long and searching. 


His Story of the Crime. 


After covering thoroughly the ground 
leading up to the night of the murder, 
Beattie told hoasy he and his wife had 
gone in his motor car to get a prescrip- 
tion filled. On returning, he said, they 
decided to take a spin. His story of 
the murder follows: 

‘Who. suggested that you take the 
ride?”’ 

“My wife.” . 

“If she had not, did you intend to go?” 

**‘No.”’ : 

“Well, what happened?” 

“Three cars passed, one was going 
fast, about 4 miles an hour. I was 
running slowly.”’ 

Car Begins Speeding. 

“The car left a lot of dust and 
when the second car came my wife 
suggested that we go faster so ag to 
get out of their dust, and we did this 
and passed the third. car." 

“What's the number of your car?’ 

“820.” 

“Does that number look anything 
like D—117” 

“Not to me.” 

“State more of that ride.” 

“We passed three cars. The last 
thing~I can remember before we 
turned around was a row of cedar 
trees which my wife said would make 
good Christmas trees and the gate 
near where we turned.” 

“State what happened then.”

Prisoner Studies His Evidence 
Before Coroner’s Jury Pre- 
paring for an Ordeal. 


A holiday crowd gathered in the vourt- 
house yard today to see Beattie. The 
rich young man, accused of wife mur- 
Ger, had spent Suniay and much of 
last night in reading aie typewritten 
transcript of his testimony before the 
Corener’s jury, and ‘t is believed he 
will tell practically the same story to- 
day. He appeared very «erious bvt not 
depressed as he crossed the yard from 
the jail to the courthouse. 

“God knows I am innocent of the 
murder. of my deaf wife,” he said. He 
spoke in a deep voice and his tore was 
both firm and emphatic. “‘I am* going 
to tell the jury and everybody just how 
it happéened,"’ he centinuet. “I was the 
only eye-witness and J am confident 
they will believe what I say against the 
circumstantial evidence that hag been 
collected against me?’ 

Every available seat in the little room 

early was occupied and a large crowd 
had gathered on the vale surrounding 
the little red building. 

It was a day of sunlight, one of the 
rare days of clear skies during the 
trial. r 

The crowd came ta constant stream 
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of automobiles, farm wagons and rigs 
of every description bringing loads of 
people from Richmond and vicinity in 
a vain hope of matte the prisoner’s 
story. 

Harry M. Smith Jr. and Hill Carter, 
lawyers for the defendant, arrived at 
9:30 and immediately were closeted with 
the prisonér in his Cell. 

Prosecutor Louis O. Wendenburg 
reached the courthouse a few moments 
later, accompanied by the other attor- 
ney for the Commonwealth, L. M. Greg- 


, ory. 


Beattie sat undér a w'd.-spreading oak 
tree in the twilight on a rickety bench 
outside the jail as he consulted his 
lawyer yesterday. Not less than & 
yards away on the grass under another 
tree reclined the 12 men in whose hands 
the life of the prisoner hangs. Comic 
sheets a plenty of newspapers were 
scattered around them. 

“I’m very glad to get the chance to 


go on the stand,” said the prisoner to 


newspaper men. “They couldn't keep 
me off if they tried.” 

“Did somebody*try to keep you from 
the stand?’ 

“Yes. Some peo al thought I would 
wealfen my case if: I testifi-d, but I 
have told them, and I say that I'd go 
on that staud and tell my story if I 
thought I were going to be killed the 
next minute. I want to tell the jury my 
story, and when they hear it I'm confi- 
dent their verdict will establish my in- 
nocence.”’ 

Plays With a Dog. 


When Beattie hati finish 1 talking he 
bit ‘nervously at a toothpick. For a 
few .minutes he stood alone with the 
jailer, watching his attorney enter an 
automobile in the road. He waived his 
hand in farewell. 

A big collie dog came dashing up and 
the accused man fondled it for a min- 
ute and soon sent it scampering across 
the gree after a stone that he tossed 
away. But his excursion into the out- 
side air was short-lived, for soon ‘ie 
went with the jailer into the stuffy 
stone jail, where the yelping of a dozen 
negro prisoners and the midnight pranks 
of a family of rats furnished his only 
diversion. 

Attorney Smith talked enthusiastical- 
ly and hopefully of the testimony he 
expects the prisoner to give. 

“Tl am sure Henry Beattie will clear 
himself,” he said, as;he adjusted sev- 
eral thick folios of manuscript under 
his arm. “Why, just consider what has 
bee said against him has been almost 
entirely circumstantial evidence, and 
just remember what Mr. Kastleberg’s 
testimony showed about the danger of 
accepting circumstantial evidence. 

“Tt’'s a question of veracity between 
Henry and Paul,” continued the law- 
yer, “and-I reckon the jury will soon 
decide the issue when they hear the 
prisoner tell his own story of the at- 
fair. 

‘In my experience as a criminal law- 
yer I always have found that an inne- 
cent man wants to take the stand to 
tell his own story to the jury. Beattie 
has: been absolutely insistent from :ae 
first that he tell his story in his own 


words.” 
Negro Boys Questioned. 

Detectives for the prosecution spent 
three hours Saturday in the Henris» 
County’ Jail at Richmond questioning 
two young negro boys. These lads, on 
account of their extreme youth, were 
not put to sleep in the men's section of 
the jail. They were assigned a ‘cell 
directly opposite to that of Beulah 
Rinford. But each morning they were 
gent back to the men’s section. They 
were free to pass Beattie’s cell and had

equal opportunity of meeting him in the 
jail yard. 

John Mulcahey, the vagrant, arrested 
the other day and found to have a num- 
ber of Beattie’s letters in his pocket, 
informed the detectives that these two 
little negroes were active all the time 
he was formerly in the jail in carry(ng 
messages between Beattie and Beulah 
Binford. The detectives would not tell 
the result of their examination of the 
little negroes, but their manner of re- 
fusing the information was such as to 
indicate that they secured evidence of 
value. 

The detectives are working on another 
clue. This had to do with a statement 
credited to Carl Kastleberg, the wealthy 
retail butcher of Richmond, whom the 
defense called and forced to admit that 
he was on a joy ride on the Midlothian 
pike with a woman other than his wife 
on the night of the murder of Mrs. 
Beattie. 

Word came to the investigators that 
Kastleberg had not told all that he 
knew regarding that night. They are 
looking up a story to the effect that 
when he returned from the joy ride to 
the Smith garage in Richmond, he re- 
marked: 

“T saw the darndest thing ever sechtastal 
out on the Midlothian road. There was 
a fellow came flying along there and he 
had a woman with him who was so 
drunk she.couldn’t sit up. She had 
fallen over so that her head was behind 


this back. They just went flying by.” 


Should Kastleberg confirm this, ‘the 
detectives expect it fo stamp another 
black mark against Beattie, for they 
hold it is natural to suppose that if 
his wife had just been murdered by a 
highwayman he would have hailed his 
fellow autoist and asked his aid in 
starting a pursuit of the agssagsin. 


Detective's Opinion of Case. 


There was great excitement in Rich- 
mond when a report got into circula- 
tion that Beattie had killed himself in 
his cell at the Chesterfield Courthouse. 
Of course, it was soon found that there 
was not the slightest truth in the re- 
port. Beattie, In conference with his 
lawyer, looked up, grinned, and said: 
“You need not be afraid of my killing 
myself. Why should I do so? You don’t 
suppose I fear conviction, do you? I’m 
innocent, and I'll be proven innocent.” 

His conference with his lawyers last- 
ed all Sunday afternoon. Attornev 
Smith at one stage of the interview 
pretended to be the prosecutor and gave 
him a taste of the sort of cross-exam- 
ination he will have to undergo. 

Smith said Beattie would go on the 


‘stand as soon as court opened. 


L. L. Scherer, who has had charge 
of the detectives’ investigation of the 
Beattie murder, said to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter today: 

“We would not care ‘f the Midlo- 
thian turnpike was Infested with a reg- 
iment of hold-up men with shotguns. 
That is beside the case. Young Mrs. 


}Beattie was killed with the gun that 


we have in evidence. Beattie has de- 
clared it to be the weapon, and that 
gun was purchased by Paul Beattie at 
the request of Henry Beattie and given 
into the hands of Henry Beattig. What 
would any highwayman be doing with 
the gun that Paul bought for Henry 
and gave to Henry? There were only 
two persons who had the gun—Paij 
and Henry. If Henry did not kill his 
wife, then Paul did. And Paul has an 
absolute alibi.”

The Rev. Anton Donat, pastor of the 
Bethlehem Congregational Church, 
stirred meribers of the Congregational 


Ministerial Fellowship to a criticism of 
Comptroller Taussig and the condemna- 
tion of conditions in city institutions 
Monday by relating a story of the mis- 
treatment of an aged man who died re- 
cently at the infirmary. 

According to the Rev. Mr. Donat, the 
aged patient on being received at the 
city hospital for treatment for cholera 
morbus was put into a bathtub and told 
to bathe himself without assistance. In 
the effort, the Rev. Mr. Donat declared, 
the old man fainted and when his 
daughter went into the bathroom she 
found him tying in the tub with his 
face in the water. 


Taken to Infirmary. 


After remaining at the city hospital 
fo. several days, the minister said, the 
old man was taken to the infirmary. 
“When I visited him there I found 
vermin in the old man’s bed and his face 
bitten terribly,’’ declared the Rev. Do- 
nat. “I was informed: that attendants 
had taken the poor old man outside the 
building and turned a hose on him in- 
stead of giving him a bath in the usual 
way. He was unclean, but that sort of 
treatment struck me as brutal. 

“Before this old man was sent to the 
city hospital his relatives consulted me 
as to what should be done with him. I! 
recommended him to a physician. This 
doctor, Iam informed, said that the man 
was not seriously ill and that proper 
treutment for a few days would restore 
tim to his normal health. 


Disgrace to City. 


“The experience of this aged depend- 
ent is a disgrace to St. Louls. There 


‘is no money to provide sufficient food 


and efficient help at our city institu- 
tions. Comptroller Taussig, in my be- 
lief, is not doing right when he with- 
holds appropriations for the care of the 
sick and helpless. 

‘Recently Supt. Major of the Indus- 
trial School told me that lack of money 
prevented him from conducting that in- 
stitution properly. He needed table- 
cloths, he said, but could not get them 
because of the city’s parsimonious pol- 
icy.

Story of Conductor Who Had

St. Louis dealers in rare coins and 
postage stamps were kept busy Monday 
viewing half dollars presented for their 


inspection by hopeful persons, and in 
informing the visitors that their coins 
were worth exactly their face value of 
50 cents each. 

The rush was caused by the publica- 
tion of a telegraphic dispatch from Chi- 
cago, telling of a street car conductor 
who received @ half dollar said to be 
worth $15,000 in payment of a fare. 

Burdette G. Johnson, proprietor of 
the St. Louls Stamp and Coin Co., 115 
North Eleventh street, was so besieged 
Monday that he began referring in- 
quiries to the Answers Department of 
the Post-Dispatch. 

“From such Information as I can get,” 
said Johnson, “I am convinced the 
dispatch related to the 1858 half dollar 
without arrow heads -on each side of 
the date. If one such coin should be 
discovered, it would be worth about 
$15¢. 

‘In that year the Government changed 
the weight of its silver coins. So far 
no coin without the arrows has been 
discovered. The number of half dollars 
with the arrows coined that year was 
4,876,708. Everybody who has one of 
these thinks it is valuable, but it isn't.” 

Steve Monahan of Hast St. Louls, who 
deals in rare coins for his own amuse- 
ment and for profit, has also had many 
inquiries since the story of the Chi- 
cugo half dollar was published. He 
also says there is no half dollar worth 
$15,000, or more than a small fraction 
of that sum,

Therefore, a man should be paid, 
not only for his shrewdness, not 
alone for the service he gives, but 
bécause the money must care for 
every need of his family. 

HE wage payers of their own 
+ accord have not advanced 
Wages. They have eriployed 
men, women and children in close, 
unsanitary conditions, during long 
hours and at the lowest wage, and 
not until compelled by scarcity of 
labor or the demands of the toiler 
have conditions changed. ‘The sweat 
shop, the employment of children and 
long hours of work were natural re- 
sults of greed-controlled capital. 

The organized laborer is the best 
paid. Organized labor has set out 
to get every man a living wage, and 
has fought desperately for this ideal. 
There has been violence, and bitter- 
ness, and mistakes—but progress. 

When compared with the struggle 
for civil rights, this struggle for a 
living wage is mild.

C. Meyers, Charlies Olsen, Frank Quinn 
ari other Mound City men, whose ac- 
quaintance with thd game gives them 
a right to speak, say, after looking 
over both men here, that Gotch will 
wir eure. 

In the matter of wrestling, strong opin- 
icns of that sort must have a strong 
foundation.

SLAIN CHAUFFEUR'S 
WIDOW TAKES UP 
TRAIL WITH POLICE 





|Says She Will Stick to Case Un- 


til Murderer or Murderers 
Are Caught. 
\ 


By Associated Press. 
CHICAGO, Sept. 4—Mrs. Frederick 


Wennerstrom, widow of the Chicago 
automobile livery stable keeper, whose 
body was found in the Fox River at 
Carey, Ill.,. left this morning for the 
scene of the crime, accompanied by the 
victim’s two brothers, William and C, 
C. Wennerstrom, and three Chicago 
detectives. 

Earlier in the day nine Chicago. de- 
tectives had been sent to Carey, Ill., by 
Police Captain Halpin to co-operate 
with the authorities of McHenry Coun- 
ty im searching for those responsible for 
Wennersttom’'s death. 


State-Wide Search Begun, 
Before noor’a statewide search for the 


murderer was under way and several 
Chicago detectives had disappeared from 
Carey to follow clews. 

Although suffering from nervous 
shock, Mrs. Wennerstrom will remain on 
the scene and assist the detectives to 
trace her husband’s slayer. 

“I will never rest until the man or 
men who murdered my husband have 
been captured,”’ said Mrs. Wennerstrom. 
“tT am going over the scene of the crime 
step by step and will work with the 
detectives.in every. way in which I can 
help until the chase is over.” _ 

Wennerstrom’s body. -was' found 
wrapped in a rubber laprobe in the Fox 
River at Carey, alongside the Chicago 
Evi- 
dently he had been shot to death and 
the automobile in which he had been 
riding was missing. 

Wennerstrom’s car is missing. No one 
in the town of Carey saw it Wednesday 
night, but two farmers are reported to 
have noticed tracks of an automomile 
Thursday morning. They also found 
stains of blood on grass and timber on 
the roadside. 

No clew to aid the authorities in trac- 
ing the guilty ones has been found, 
save a mysterious telephone mess: ge 
received Wednesday afternoon at the 


gari.ge where Wennerstrom housed his 


automobile. 


Offer of $300 a Month, 
As perhaps able to furnish a clew to 


the man’s movements the afternoon 
before the murder, however, detectives 
A brother 
of the chauffeur mentioned to him last 
Monday an offer made by the grain 
dealer of $300 a month to drive him 
about the surrounding cou:.try to pur- 
chase grain. 

Those responsible for his death set 
about the task of hiding their crime 
in the most deliberate manner. The 
rain curtain was removed from the 
automobile and fashioned into a sack 
to receive the body. Then iron brake 
shoes from railroad cars on'a nearov 
siding were tied to. the canvas-covered 
form and it was thrown into the river. 

Wennerstrom left the garage in this 
city at 2 p. m. Wednesday, saying tie 
Was going out north and would be back 
soon, At 5 p. m. the telephone mes- 
sage purporting to be from Wenner- 
strom was received. Charles H. Barni- 
kow answered the phone. 

Message Received. 

‘Tell my wife that I am going to 
Crystal Lake with a party and to look 
for me when I get back,”’ said the voice 
over the wire. 

With the development of the murder, 
Barnikow is of the opinion that the 
telephone message was not from Wen- 
nerstrom. He is now convinced that 
the man on the wire was endeavoring 
to imitate the voice of the chauffeur.

MUSIC WINS IN 
UNEROUND ATA 
HAVLIN MATINEE 


“No Orchestra’ System’ Trans- 
forms Afternoon Melodrama 
Into Bleak Tragedy. 


By RIPLEY D. SAUNDERS. 
HEN Music, heavenly maid, was 
W young, she might have sub- 
mitted to such a lock-ott against 
her sweet self as was attempted at the 
epening of Havlin's season yesterday 
afternoon, being somewhat timid and 
still having her way to make in the 
world. 

But she’s got her growth now, where- 
fore she met ¢he attempted lockout 
with a knockout, settling the whole 
matter in one matinee round that 
proves she’s not to be trifled with as 
an ally of the drama, especially of 
melodrama. 

It was a mighty doleful affair when 
“The Convict’s Daughter’ was com- 
pelled to go through five acts of hard 
trials and great tribulations with never 
a scrape of catgut to cheer her perse- 
cuted soul. 

There was an aching void where once 
the Havlin orchestra sat, eaéh man at 
his instrument and all attuned to em- 
phasize and intensify the emotiona: 
waves that sweep across the footlights 
when melodrama reaches its flood-tide 
and the air becomes so full of plots 


{and counterplots that you could cut it 


with a knife, 


The heroine, sweet Edith Woodford, 
who gives the play its title, felt this 
aching void achingly when never a soul- 
ful and tremulous cello cry responded 
to even her most pathetic appeal from 
the depths of the slough of despond 
into which the play’s story repeatedly 
cast her. 

The villain, sinister James Blackadder, 
fully as somber and snaky as his name, 
felt it, too—for what can a villain ac- 
complish in dramatic effectiveness when 


i robbed of the “villain motif’? with which 


a melodrama orchestra has long been 
wont to announce his every entrance at 
the moments of his most unmitigated 
villainy? 


He was a heietiche Villain, that’s 
what he was—crippled for lack of a 
bass-fiddle string across which a well- 
rosined bow should have proclaimed. in 
the lowest low-register utterance the 
contrast of evil eminence that made him 
second in: importance only to the heroine 
herself. 


And the other players felt it, also— 
the deeply wronged jail-bird of a fath- 
er, the foster-father who loved the 
“‘che-ild” as if she were his very own, 
the foster-mother who was similarly 
the brave young lover who 
loved. her with a love that was more 
than love, he and his Annabel Lee, so 
to speak, and the comedy housemaid 
whose. mission it was to’ make you 
'-ngh when the scene grew too damp 
and misty, with tears—all, all of them 
felt the harmonic void. 

As well, too, did the audience feel: it, 
during the acts, between the acts, at 
every moment, indeed, of that melan- 
choly matinee performance. One could 
not help but quote to one’s self, sadly, 
“Not a drum was heard, not a funeral 
note, as his corse to the ramparts we 
hurried’’—truly,; it was doleful, recalling 
what had been in the past and realizing 
that ‘‘a sorrow’s crown of sorrow is 
remembering, happier things.’’ 


And, to make matters worse, the new 
Havlin signal for the curtain’s rise on 
each act was a weird sort of clamorous 
alarum-tocsin that sounded from some- 
where in the vasty deep of remo‘e 
shadows, striking the affrighted ear so 
suddenly and unexpectedly as to make 
ore start and trembie as nervously “s 
a hairless Mexican lap dog, all goose- 
flesh and shivers. 
fur bell!’"—O fitly might this Macbeth- 
ian mandate have made the Havlin 
echoes ring at yesterday’s lugubrious 
matinee! 


But hip-hip-hooray and a tiger or two 
as well—the performance last night saw 
the happy reunion of “The Convict's 
Daughter’ and the orchestra from 
which she had been so rudely divorce! 

It was a hurriedly organized orches- 
tra—two violins and a double bass—but 
the crisis was a case of “any port in 
a storm.”’ 

Havlin’s had learned anew the Shaks- 
pearean lesson that “he who hath no 


music in his soul, nor is not moved by f 


concord of sweet sounds, is fit for trea- 
son, stratagem and spoils,” and here- 
after there’s going to be a plenty of 
music at Havlin’s, you may rest as- 
sured. The very motto of Imperial 
Missouri demands it—‘‘Vox populi su- 
prema lex esto’—and there’s no going 
behind the returns. 

This is a good tning for “The Con- 
vict’s Daughter,’’ too, because “The 
Convict Daughter” is a thrilling, heart- 
interest play, well presented by Miss 
Fithel Hollingshead mn the title role, 
Dave Livingstone as Ter persecuted fa- 
ther, and others of the capable com- 
pany, and yesterday's tuneless matinee 
performance of the play was piteous 
tragedy in the place of vice-vanquished 
and virtue-victorious* melodrama.
